Taxation in Canada 


These is an old saying to the effect that every person can be sure of 
at least two things—death and taxes. There is no escape from cither. The 
adoption of proper methods of sanitation, perseverance in habits of personal 
hygiene, living in the open, taking healthful exercise, coupled with all the 
aids.of medical science, may prolong one’s life, but in the end death claims 
all. So, too, no matter how an individaul may seek to evade the payment 
of taxes, and no matter to what corner of the world he may fice, at some 
time and in some way he pays a tax. 

Methods of taxation, ‘and the manner in which they are not only im- 
posed but collected—and finally spent—are, therefore, of real importance to 
all people, and are deserving of thoughtful study and investigation by all, 
and especially by public-spirited men and women who take an interest in 
the welfare of their country and desire to see its institutions based firmly 
in justice and reason. 

Here in Canada we had taxation Before the Great War, and the usual 

amount of grumbling because of the necessity of paying for the upkeep of 
government was heard. ; 
people of the older countries of Europe, Canadians did not know the mean- 
ing of the word “taxation.” Canada was, as nearly as it is possible for 
any country to be, tax free. But the yGreat War changed ali this, and to- 
day Canada’ has a huge national debt, in addition to Provincial, Municipal 
and School debts, all of which can only be borne by the people paying 
taxes. Through taxation, too, must come the revenues required to carry 
on the business of government and administration, and the maintenance of 
public services in all their many branches, 
_ During the war, Canadians were wont to exclaim that they were ready 
to give their last man and last dollar to win the war. ~And while the 
struggle lasted they stinted neither. The war-was-won. - It has. yet to be 
paid for, and for decades to come the Canadian: people will have to pay. 
Canadians recognize that fact, and they are not complaining. They told 
their Governments during the war period to go ahead, and they haye no 
intention of backing out of the obligations they then assumed. 

But the people of Canada have a right to demand, as they are demand- 
ing with increasing vigor, that the methods by which the necessary revenues 
of the country are raised to discharge those national obligations shall be 
such as to provide for even-handed justice to all classes in the community. 
Nobody appears to be satisfied with existing methods, either those whereby, 
the taxation is-imposed, or those designed for its collection, .The farmer 
and the consuming masses, including people on small fixed salaries, are cry- 
ing but against what they cfaim is excessive taxation by means of a high 
‘customs tariff, The business community, including merchants, _whole- 
salers and manufacturers, fought with unceasing vigor against the Excess 
Business Profits Tax,claiming that it was not only unjust but absolutely 
opposed to the best interests of the whole people in that it imposed an im- 
possibly, intricate system on the economical and: efficient conduct of busi- 
ness, and.’ cost for collection altogether out of proportion.to the revenuc 
derived: “ While some few complain of the Income Tax, it is not generally 
condemned in principle, but there .is almost universal criticism of, and ob- 
jection to, the administration of the law and the machinery in vogue for the 
collection of this tax. There is also complaint in those Proyinces and 
Municipalities where, in addition to the. Federal Income Tax, there are Pro- 
vincial or Municipal Income Taxes levied, and in some cases both, making 
three taxes to be paid all levied on the same income, 

As a result there are feelings of discontent, unrest and resentment 
throughout the country which it is the duty of statesmen and governmehts 
Lo recognize, and to which‘they should, im the interests of all, give serious 
heed. An ostrich-like policy of blinding oneself to existing facts and con- 
ditions is not only unprofitable but unsafe. The facts of the situation 
should be squarely faced, and an.effort made to apply a remedy, re-adjust 
policies and adopt methods more in harmony with the desires of the peo- 
ple, who, let it be repeated, are prepared to pay their full and proper and 
necessary share of the natlonal taxation, but who insist that the whole ques- 
tion of national finance and taxation be overhauled and made more equit- 
able all round. 

The national finances of Canada have never been made the subject of 
thorough study and expert examination and treatment, They have always 
been treated, regulated and altered as the expediency of the moment might 
dictate and in keeping with the particular convictions, prejudices, whims or 
selfish interests of those who, for the time being, happened to be in control 
of national affairs. The inevitable result has been the lopping off of some 
existing tax, or the adding on of a new one, until the national financial struc- 
ture has become 2 monstrosity, most fearfully and wonderfully made, in- 
complete, tinsatisfactory and lacking all the elements of permanence and 
stability. ou : : , 

On the one hand, a policy is adopted which while possibly beneficial in 
one way is positively harmful in other ways. Policies sound in principle 
are so hampered by absurd ‘machinery for their administration that they fail 
in effectiveness, and almost as much harm as good follows their enforce- 
ment. . 

No one person can devise a policy of national finance for a country like 
Canada, but there are some reforms necessary which appear quite plain and 
simple. At all events, it is proposed to disctiss some aspects of the present 
taxation problem in Canada, and even to offer a few suggestions, in suc- 
ceeding articles.

The Greatest Navy 
Required by Britain 


Says Am 


The naval gags says the Chicago 
Tribune, recognizes that if the pur- 
pose of warld safety is served by thre 
present position of the navics of the 
world it is sufficient for this purpose 
to maintain the present relation. Here 


‘are the navies of the world, They are 


sufficient for their purposes if the pur- 
pose is peace. “Lhen why increase 
the size of any one.of them? Fora 
definite term of years why not sus- 
pend building and save money? 

The Tribune continues: 


The proposal is that there shall be 
The con- 
sent of the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, and Japan is sufficient. We do 
not need the greatest navy “in the 
world. Great Britain does. The 
United States is not a world empire 
with an insular nucleus.. The British 
Empire ie, We need the second navy. 
It would be insane extravagance to 
try for the biggest onc. 

Great Britain has no money just 
now to build capitat ships. That is 
the foundation of-nine-tenths of -the 
British indecision regarding capital 
ships, Building is not, for the pres- 
ent, the-only protection the British 
have against American building. An- 
other protection is in the Japanese 
alliance. That alliance is to be re- 
newed, and we = shall determine the 
terms of it. 


If we came to .a naval agreement 
with Great Britain, there may be no 
British-Japanese alliance. If we do 
not come to such an agreement, and 
if we show the intent to build against 
the British navy, there will be a 
British-Japanese alliance, and tt will 
be against the United States. 


Then the United States will be 
building not against the British navy 
alone, but against the British and 
Japanese navies, We shall be forced 
to the folly of-a two-power standard, 
or lose the ‘entire object. Alliances 
in Europe and Asia. can push us-far- 
ther than that. They can push us to 
the three-power SL askees or four- 
power. 

Here is a foolish, wickedly extra- 
vagant, and . dangerous policy which 
is not required by American ‘necds, 
and which would’serve no real: Am- 
crican purpose a mad chase for a 
supremacy we do not need and should 


If that is madness then: what is 
to be gained by expensive increases in 
naval force which do not change the 
relative effectiveness of navies. If 
ten capital ships constitute the most 
powerful fleet, why increase the nurm- 
ber to twenty? It must be conceded 
on the one side that the purpose is to 
shove Great. Britain into secondary 
place ,or that it is merely to make a 
tseless and costly addition to a flect 
which already is sufficient for its 
purpose if other navies remain at 
their present strength, 

It does scem impossible to twist 
this simple, sound policy, but nothing 
is impossible when American perver- 
sity of thought is fully aroused, There 
is a plain course for congress to pur- 
suc, if Borah could penetrate it with 
some common sense. That is to in- 
quire, through the proper channels, if 
Great Britain and Japan will rest for 
a specified period. - 

Great Britain will say yes instant- 
ly If Japan hesitates, it is possib’ 
for Great Britain and the United 
States to produce convincing argu- 
ments why she should say yes, If it 
were impossible, short of war, to 
prevent Japanese naval increase, the 
policy might fall. Then the needs of 
the United States, with relation to 
prospective Japanese activity, could 
be ascertained. 

Even-in failure it would be known 
that the United States and Great 
Britain had a common ‘purpose and 
we should not be committed to the 
insanity of a drive against British 
security. The nation which declines 
the naval holiday now, with every 
consideration of national cconomy 
begging for it, is a nation consciously 
Or unconsciously preparing for war.

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Many File on Oil Claims 


‘Leases Have Been Taken Out On 
Over 6,000 Acres Since Beginning ~ 
Of Year. 


That nineteen oil claims involving 
over six thousand acres of territory 
have becn filed since the first of the 
year with the recording agent at Fort 
Smith, is the news reaching Edmon- 
ton as a result of the arrival of the 
far northern mail,

ported, has been staked in the neigh- 
borhood of Pine Point, on the south 
shore of Great Slave Lake, west of 
Fort Resolution and the Little Buf- 
falo_ River. 

The various parties which mushed 
their way northward ‘before Christ- 
mas afe responsible for the filings.

What benefit, if any, will be al- 
lowed .these men as a consequence of 
the new regulations could not be as- 
certained from local office officials. 

‘A considerable arca of the terri- 
tory filed upon, it is said, is in the 
intercsts of a well-known’ promoter, 
W. C. Goffatt, who operated a well in 
the Peace River district. 


In Russia Under 
Soviet Regime 


Thousands of Miles of Railway 
Lines Destroyed and Bridges 
“Wrecked. 


A description of apparently serious 
conditions in Russia, under the Bol- 
shevik administration,.as taken from 
Soviet newspapers and other - docu- 
ments, is given in a statement issued 
by A. J. Sack, director of the Russian 
information ‘bureau ‘in. the United 
United States. : 

“The. official. Bolshevik avextia, of 
‘December '28 last, contains the text of 
a speech by Trotzky before the cighth 
congress of Soviets, i in which he de- 
clared: 

“At ‘present beat 14, 000 wversts 
(36,000 miles) of: : Russian railroads 
are destroyed, so that only’ the cen- 
tral part, about 15,000-versts, remains 
intact. Three thousand bridges and 
16,000 telephone’ and -telegraph lines 
have also been destroyed, and we 
have | about. 61: per cent. of ‘sick loco- 
motives.” 

The Economicheskaia Zhinz. (Econ- 
omic. Life) says that ‘news is already 
beginning to reach us from the cen- 
tral provinces of famine having set in 
among the people, and about the 
wholesale extermination of cattle for 
lack of fodder.” The newspaper con- 
cludes by saying that “the foundation 
of our agriculture, its very thews and 
sinews, is perishing.” 


French Premier. . 
Enjoys Farming 


Has Become Authority On Raising 
Sheep, Pigs and Cattle, 

Tt is not generally known that 
Aristide Briand, who‘is by profession 
a lawycr, and by avocation a poli- 
tician, had, metaphorically speaking, 
to be almost dragged’ from a farm to 
construct the government of which 
France was so much in need. In the 
department of the Eure the new pre- 
mier owns a farm which comprises a 
number of acres, with pigs, cows and 
sheep: In recent years he has been 
devoting a considerable amount of 
his spare time to-this farm, so that 
he-has become an authority on the 
raising of pigs, sheep, cattle and corn, 
which are said.to have brought him 
in a:steady income.- Briand is one of 
the-very few public men of I'rance 
who have never accepted any kind of 
decoration. . Somebody commenting 
on this singularity in 
where decorations are strewn around 
so recklessly, remarked that at least 
he should reccive the Agricultural 
Medal,

Wheat in Rotation 


Argument For Abandoning the Old 
’ Qne-Crop System of Growing 
Wheat. 

In 1919, some experiments were 
started at University Farm, St. Paul, 
Minn., in which wheat was grown 
under three different system: (1) Con- 
tinuous wheat with oats; (2) alternat- 
ing wheat with oats; (3) in a rotation, 
with oats, clover and corn. In.ord- 
er to give the best chance possible in 
each case manure was applied at the 
cate of 2 tons per acre in each sys- 
tem. 
The ten-year average yicld for the 
wheat, grown continuously, was 19 
bushels per acre; where alternated 
with oats 23.38 bushels per.acre, and 
for wheat, in rotation, 27.77 bushels 
per acre, At this rate 3 acres..of 
wheat grown in rotation with clover, 
corn and oats yielded a little more 
than 4 acres of wheat grown continu- 
ously on the same land. By the rota- 
tion system 1 acre in every 4 may be 
devoted to clover and still the farm 
will: produce more wheat than if all]. 
the acres were planted to wheat con- 
tinously, . 
These results . carry a big lesson 
which should be pondered carefully. 
It is a distinct argument for abandon- 
ing the old-crop system of growing 
wheat year in and year-out on. the 
same land and for establishing a 
diversified system, including a reason- 
ably short rotation of crops and the 
keeping of livestock. =

Canada’s Fisheries 


478,666 Pounds of Fish Caught During 
the Month of Deccmber. 


Four hundred and seventy-cight 
thousand, six hundred and sixty-six 
hundredweight of fish, with a value, 
in first hands, of $964,181, were land- 
ed on both coasts of Canada during 
the month of December, as compar- 
ed with 433,939 hundredweight, val- 
ued at $1,282,939, for the same month 
in 1919. Of the total catch, 349,639 
cwt. consisted of herring landed in 
British Columbia; haddock on the At- 
lantic coast was 10,000 cwt. greater 
than last year; lobster catch amount- 
ed to 6,336 cwt.; the balance being 
taken up by halibut, smelt, etc. 


Hot In Death Valley. 
At Greenland ranch, in Death Val- 
ley, California, the air temperature, as 
recorded by a tested maximum ther- 
mometer exposed in a standard in- 
strument shelter, rose to 100 degrees 
or higher on 23 days during June, 
1920, The extreme maximum was 
125 degrees, recorded on the last day 
of July.

One million dollars is the ainount - 
of money that has becn spent ‘by’ the ° 
farmers of the three prairie prov- 
inces during the past three years for 
the transportation of weed.seeds to 
Port Arthur and Fort William, ac- 
cording to the results of a careful in- 
vestigation recently concluded by the 
Field Crops Branch of the Saskatche- 
wan Department of Agriculture. — 

The investigation revealed the fact 
that 390 million pounds of weed sceds 
had been hauled to the head of the 
lakes during the three years, or suf- 
ficient to fill a train of 6,420 cars of 
60,000 pounds capacity. : 

“Tt is a curious fact,” said an. offi- 
cial of, the branch, “that the big . 
losses which the farmers are bearing 
first in the cost of hauling from the 
farm to the local market and after- 
wards in cost of transportation to 
the lake front of a valueless product, 
arc apt to be entirely overlooked. 
Yet heavy as their lessons are, this 
item of transportation of weed secds 
is one of the smallest items in the 
cost of weeds to farmers of the west- 
ern-provinces and the bill for which 
they are footing year after year. 
Weeds lower the value of the farm, 
steal plant food and moisture from 
the soil, crowd out the growing grain 
and add to the cost both of harvest- 
ing and threshing, to say nothing of 
the lowering of grades.” 

Some of the figures gathered by 
the Ficld Crops Branch in the course 
of its investigation are startling. A 
number of rejected cars, shipped 
from 22 typical points.in Saskatche- 
wan, were examined for weeds, The 
weed secds were found to number all 
the ‘way from a few hundred thou- . 
sand tp to 4,154,880 per bushel of 
grain. The dockage in the latter case 
was £6 per cent. 

An examination of the dockage fig- 
urcs for the last three crop ycars~ 
shows that'the average dockage per 
car of wheat In 1919-20 was 1,569; 
of oats, 76; of barley, 1,108; of flax, 
6,613; and of rye, 3,027 pounds, As 
compared with the former years, in 
wheat the average dockage was about 
the same; in oats it was considcrably 
less; but.in barley, flax and rye the 
average dockage has increased enor- 
mously, It has nearly doubled itself 
in barley, and in rye the average dock- 
age is more than’ twice as much, 

The. total loss by. weeds to the 
province of Saskatchewan. was ‘esti- 
mated ‘in- 1915 by the Minister of 
Agriculture to be $25,000,000, and 
this figure has subsequently been ac- 
cepted by Prof. Bracken in his writ- 
ings on crop production on the 
prairics,

Western Canada’s 
New Development 


Storehouse of Natural Resources to 
the North a Great Asset to 
Canada. 


Evidence is accumulating daily that! 
Western Canada has received no mor- 
tal, or even serious, blow from the ad- 
justment of business to post-war con- 
ditions and the disorganization of 
Prices which necessarily accompanied 
the process, says the Farmers’ Tele- 
gram of Winnipeg. This is because 
a new country can turn to new forms 
of enterprise which can be developed 
from the ground up in the new con- 
ditions without the disorganization 
which old industries must undergo 
through changed conditions, 

Here and there, everywhere in fact, 
ig to be found a reaching out into na- 
ture's stores of raw materials, Here 
it is iron, there it is gold, another 
.place it is nickle, a fourth it is oil, a 
fifth paper-making, a sixth oil, a sev- 
enth briquetting lignite, and so on 
through almost the whole range of 
Taw materials necessary to industry. 
It is pretty clear that the next great 
phase of western development is go- 
ing to be an industrial phase, based 
upon the proximity and availability of 
huge stores of raw material of all 
kinds. We have been tafight from 
our school days that one of the great 
secrets of Great Britain’s manufactur- 
ing supremacy was the proximity of 
iron ore and fuel both of good quality. 
Immediate proximity is not, of course, 
so necessary now as when the foun- 
dation of Britain's manufactlying 
were laid, 

There is a consideration of the same 
kind which applies to Western Can- 
ada and to which no attention has 
ever been drawn. It is that there is 
3 change of formation virtually coin- 
cident with the northern boundary of 
wheat growing, and that a vast store- 
house of virtually all the raw mater- 
lals necessary to industry lies athwart 
this continent north of its western ag- 
ricultural plains, of which Western

A Huge Woodpile 


Vast Quantity of Wood That Enters 
Into Manufacture of Paper 
Each Year, 

There are forty million newspapers 
published every weekday in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada and they use a 
pile of pulpwood four feet high and 
nine thousand miles long every 
twelve months, says the current news- 
letter of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation. 

The making of the modern news- 
paper, however, is’but one of a thou- 
sand services performed by the forest. 
Farming is dependent upon wooden 
houses, wooden barns, fence posts and 
fuel. Fisheries cannot operate with- 
out wooden boats, boxes and barrels, 
Most of the factories of Eastern Can- 
ada depend upon wood supplies in 
their processes to such an extent that 
a wood scarcity would effectually 
close down industrial employment. 

The forests of Eastern Canada, 
therefore, may be regarded as a “key- 
stone” bearing up the arch of indus- 
trial employment. This is a phase 
‘of forest corfservation too often neg- 
lected. People usually associate the 
forests with lumbermen and the paper 
mill, whereas the Niagara fruit grow- 
er and the farm implement factory 
share the drastic handicaps that ac- 
company forest depletion. At the

Experiment in 
Cattle Feeding 


High River Ranch Has a Good Con- 
servation Plan. 


Mixing alternate layers of ‘cut 
straw with sunflower silage is another 
experiment which will be tried out 
next year by several farmers, as a 
means of conserving the gallons of 
liquid that runs away from the sun- 
flowers after they are put into the 
silos. Ona High River ranch where 
they have about 1,400 head of cattle, 
the manager last year planted about 
twenty acres of sunflowers and has 
this year been trying out their feed 
value on beef cattle. To date they 
have proved highly satisfactory. The 
cows are practically all grade Short- 
horns, which are being bred up to 
purebred Shorthorn sires. They 
erected a very large silo, forty feet 
deep, six feet being under ground, and 
twenty fect in diameter, 

Last year, owing to the dry weath- 
er in that district, they had only a 
moderate crop, so this year, it is the 
intention of the manager to double 
| the acreage and irrigate, and then put 
up one or two more silos. This would 

| indicate his satisfaction with the sun- 
flower feed. 

This year the silage is fed to calves 
only and they receive at the rate of 
8 pounds per head per day. On top 
of this silage there is scattered an 
average of one pound of whole oats 
per head. Their additional ration 
consists of two pounds of upland hay

She told how we did not recog- 
nize iron in a shovelful of earth, but 
that these little vegetables dug down 
and down all summer to find this iron 
for tis, And she ended by asking, 
“Now after all the trouble Charlic 
Carrot and Billy Beet and Sammy} 
Spinach go to ‘to get us that iron to 
make us strong, aren't we going to 
eat them?” \ 

It is found by child welfare stu- 
dents that undernourished children 
frequently suffer because of lack of 
vegetables in the diet. In many in- 
stances, children have not been 
taught te like vegetables and in other 
cases the parents claim they cannot 
afford to buy high-priced fresh vege- 
tables on the winter-time markct. 

Yet; in most every market are to 
be found such staples as carrots and 
beets. And in the cans on the groc- 
er’s shelf we find spinach and beets 
too, as well as a variety of other rea- 
sonably-priced vegetables, \ 

But, suppose we buy raw carrots, It 
is. necessary to cools these just right 
in order to retain the valuable mineral 
salts found in them. Set a kettle of 
water fo boil. - Wash, scrape and: cut 
the carrots into pieces, Place in a 
cookpot and cover with boiling water. 
Boil gently until the vegetable is ten- 
der.. One teaspoon of salt may be 
added toward the end of the cooking 
—that is, one level teaspoon of salt to 
every quart of water used. But use 
only enough water to kcep the carrots 
from burning, 

When the carrots are tender the 
water in which they have been cook- 
ed should be drained off and kept. It 
may be used in soup for the next 
day's meal or part of it may be com- 
bined with milk for a white sauce to 
pour over the carrots. 

Beets are delicious. Break off the 
stems not too close to the top of the 
beet itself. No matter how you ex- 
pect to serve bects, they should be 
boiled whole first. Scrub them, but 


avoid piercing them either during the} 


preparation or during the cooking, If 
beets for any reason “bleed” into the 
water, you may be quite sure you are 
losing not only some of the nourish- 
ment beets contain, but the valuable 
mineral salts as well. 

Depending upon the yaricty, beets 
take in the neighborhood of an hour 
to cook. But they are not too ex 
pensive, nevertheless, if you plan to 
cook them the day you must keep up 
a fire for other purposes or resort to 
that greater conserver of fuel—the 
fireless cooker, : 

Once cooked, the beets should be 
skinned, They may ‘then be cut into 
cubes or sliced. Hot beets wich 
melted butter are <dlways an attrac- 
tive vegetable dish. For the older 
folks, pickled beets or beets finely 
chopped and mixed with vinegar and 
prepared horseradish is always an 
appreciated variety. 

If you have quite a few bect tops, 
wash them thoroughly and cook 
them with just enough water (o pre- 
vent burning. <A bit of salt rork or 
bacon may be cooked with’ the bect 
tops. _ And just because bect or tur- 
nip or carrot tops are wilted do not 
discard them. Stand them in a jar 
of water as you would a_ wilted 


flower and they will soon straighten |.
